WASHINGTON— (INS) —Record- 
breaking contributions for organiz- 
ed charity will be sought this fall 
to prevent distress during the win- 
ter, under plans being drafted to- 
day by the president’s committee on 
unemployment relief.

IS CANDIDATE 


Leonard Simmer Will 
Run for Lieutenant 
Governor of Iowa 


LENOX, Ia.—(INS) — Iowa’s 
lone political race which promises 
to be a free-for-all in 1932 is u.- 
derway today with the first candi- 
date in the field. He is Leonard 
Simmer of Ottumwa who in a 
speech to farmers here Thursday 
announced his candidacy for the 
Republican nomination as _lieu- 
tenant governor of Iowa. 

Simmer, seeking the position now 
held by Arch MacFarlane of Wat- 
erloo, Ia., declared he will seek the 
nomination on a platform for low- 
er governmental expenses, tax re- 
duction and a gross income tax 
with the elimination of mandatory 
tax levies imposed on counties. 

The first candidate for the nomi- 
nation is a lawyer. Last winter 
Simmer was Republican floor leader 
in the House of Representatives and 
stood out prgminently in every ma- 
jor debate. 

He is the author of the law which 
permits cities and towns to hold 
special elections to determine 
whether public utilities, municipal- 
ly owned, shall be constructed and 
paid for from the earnings. 

Simmer also instigated the suit 
against the governor of Iowa and 
the secretary of state which result- 
ed in the supreme court findings 
the $300,000,000 road bond consti- 
tutional amendment unconstitu- 
tional last spring. 

His announcement of his candi- 
dacy drew considerable interest 
since it came as somewhat of a 
surprise.

Bigger Than Corn Receipts 


Average Cost Is 6.51 
Cents Per Mile, a 
Checkup Shows 


AMES, Ia. (Special) —Iowa's 
automobile bill is greater than the 


value of its corn crop, according to 
figures compiled by Robley Win- 
frey, bulletin editor of the Iowa 
State College engineering experi- 
ment station. 

He found in a survey revealed to- 
day that the cost of automobile 
operation to Iowans was $291,488,,- 
000 in 1930. The average corn crop 
is about 430 million bushels and its 
average value is about $255,000,009. 

The average Iowa automobile is 
driven about 7,000 miles a year at 
a cost of 6.51 cents per mile, he 
found. It travels 15.75 miles to the 
gallon of gasoline. The average car 
driven in 1930 was four years old, 
and had travelled 28,000 miles. The 
average annual mileage of automo- 
biles driven in Iowa has risen 1,500 
miles in the last five years. A sur- 
vey in 1925 showed that the aver- 
age then was 5,500.

Two Prison Guardsmen Owe Their Lives 


To Being ‘Right Guys’ In Pen Uprising t

MARQUETTE, Mich., (INS) 
Two guards at the Marquette state 
penitentiary here today owe their 
lives to their reputation as “right 
guys.” This was the highlight of 
the prison uprising in which five 
men. died and three others were 
wounded. 

The guards are Charles Alvord 
and Charles Arenz, who were cap- 
tured by Martin Duver, Charles 
Rosbury and Andrew Germano, in 
their futile break for freedom yes- 
terday when they committed suicide 
rather than face capture. 








Alvord, a wiry, gray-haired man 
of forty odd years, sat in his mod- 
est home and told the International 
News Service the story of how he 
was held at pistol’s point during 
the two-hour gun battle between 
guards and the trio of desperadoes. 

“The first I knew of any trouble 
was when the three prisoners came 
running up to the dormitory after 
they shot and killed Dr. A. WY.

Stage in State 


Present Outbreak May 
Exceed That Made 
In 1926 


AMES, Ia.—(INS)—Reports re- 
ceived here from throughout the 
state indicate that the present out- 
break of hog cholera is rapidly as- 
suming the propositions of «un 
epidemic and is the most threat- 
ening since the serious outbreak of 
1926, acording to Dr. C. N. Mc- 
Bryde, expert in the disease, who 
is in charge of the experiment sta- 
tion of the federal bureau of ani- 
mal industry here. The present 
outbreak may even exceed the 1926 
epidemic in intensity and extent 
unless immediate steps are taken 
to halt the disease, Dr. McBryde 
declared Thursday. 

Although the program of Mr. Mc- 
Bryde’s laboratory is purely of re- 
search, members of the station 
staff are in close touch with farm- 
ers and veterinarians within a rad- 
ius of 50 miles of Ames, make a 
great many diagnosis of various 
animal diseases and receive reports 
from throughout the state. 

The disease has been spreading 
rapidly since early in July, accord- 
ing to information from the east 
half of the state, outbreaks were 
noted in only four herds during the 
first week of the month but 102 
new infections were reported in the 
fourth week

Are Uneconomic

CHICAGO—(INS)— The special 
grand jury which highly commend- 
ed Chicago’s police department af- 
ter an eight months’ invéstigation 
today denounced its own period of 
probing.

Beth Dear: 

You know the impression you get 
when you go into a room where 
some pieces of furniture, because 
of their size, fairly Jump out at 
you. You know how uncomfortable 
that makes you feel. You also have 
gone into a living room, and after 
you had been there quite some 
time, realized that there were sev- 
eral pieces of furniture which were 
beautiful but you did not at first 
see them because they were com- 
pletely overshadowed by some 
larger piece. I know I've been .in 
homes where I’ve experienced all 
these things, and I’ve gone into 
others where the discrepancy be- 
tween the size of the furniture and 
the size of the room made more 
of an impression than any other 
thing about it. 

Having your furniture to scale is 
an art, but with a little thought 
and study you can acquire that art.

see combined massive, overstuffed 
pieces with slender, feminine look- 
ing furniture.

There can be no question that the right minded people of 
the United States want temperance, but it is hard tu believe 
that these same right minded and law-abiding citizens want 
temperance at the price of our womanhood. 

What is there about the enforcement of the prohibitory 
laws that’ seems to create a condition of mind among zealots 
that will sanction anything? There has probably never before 
been a law on the statute books which has been enforced by 
such devious and questionable methods.

Maryland has never been just right on the liquor question 
but has always seemed a leader in respect for its women, and 
we do not believe the women of Maryland, as a class, or the 
women of any other state, join in the protest of the Maryland 
business and professional women’s council. Weare sure the 
men do not. 


Make Travel Pleasant 


While it is cheerfully admitted that much of the loss of 
passenger traffic suffered by American railroads may be at- 
tributed to the automobile, it is to be seriously doubted that 
this is the sole cause. 

American railways, in many respects, have not kept pace 
with foreign roads. The installation of radios on a few of the 
better trains here was haled as a marvelous bit of service. 
Aside from this one innovation, the roads have never made 
the slightest effort to make long-distance travel interesting. 

As a contrast, consider the installation-of movies and tallk- 
ies on the British trains. A complete test has been made of 
the practicability of entertainment of this nature and installa- 
tion of talkies is to go forward at once on two of England’s 
crack lines.

_ tion than their American cousins. It is a strange anomoly 


that, in the country noted for speed, our railroads do not com- 
pare’with foreign-roads'for speedy travel.

lete, excelling in wrestling, run- 
ning, jumping and boxing. In 
March, 1930, he played pocket bil- 
liards 120 hours, 17 minutes, with- 
out stopping.

The field 
house is to be erected on tae cam- 
pus of Notre Dame university and 
will be the center of all athletic life 
at the institution. 

The president of the Studebaker 
eorporation, A. R. Erskine, has con- 
@ented to act as chairman of the 
Nationewide campaign. His accep- 
tance of the chairmanship of the 
Rockne memorial has been an- 
nounced by the Knute Rockne As- 
sociation which was organized af- 
ter many thousands of letters had 
poured into the university asking 
for just such an _ organization. 
Rackne’s football genius and sports- 





manship brought a popularity sel- 
dom equalled in national life. 

Thé plan to erect a field house 
was determined largely by the fact 
that the building of such a struc- 
ture was known to be one of Rock- 
ne’s fondest hopes. As director of 
athletics at Notre Dame he was a 
staunch advocate of sports for all, 
and he personally supervised the 
university’s system of inter-hall 
athletics by which virtually every 
student took part in some sport.

It should be emphasized that these 
odds are not based on sheer ability, 
but also on the prospects a con- 
tender has of landing a match with 
the champion or his successor.

CROP BENEFIT 


Shortage 
Of Corn Seen as 
Drouth Results 


Rain of agricultural importance 
occurred in scattered areas totaling 
about one-fourth of the state, ac- 
cording to the weekly crop bulletin 
issued by Charles D. Reed, govern- 
ment meteorologist. Rain fell most- 
ly in the central and southwest 
counties. No rain fell in about 10 
or 12 northeast counties and there 
has been no appreciable rain in 
most of these counties for three 
weeks. 

Most of the rain has been suffi- 
Cient only to moisture the surface 
and not enough to penetrate the 
corn roots. In some localities the 
rain penetrated as much as four 
inches which greatly improved con- 
ditions for plowing. Temperatures 
averaged about two degrees above 
normal for the week and were 90 
degrees at several stations on some 
afternoons. 

Many Barren Stalks 

Towa will not contribute as much 
torn to the market as grain this 
year, but will use a larger percent of 
the crop than usual for livestock 
feeding. Examinations of cornfields 
in this area reveals many barren 
stalks, poorly-filled ears and ears 
molding from ear worm damage. 
The corn is denting and ripening 
rapidly with indications that it will 
be shallow grained and shrunken in 
size. 

Corn in the north one-third of 
fowa is generally dried up as it 
should normally do about six weeks 
later. Fodder cutting and silo fill- 
ing in the drouth stricken area has 
deen pushed rapidly to save as much 
feed as possible, but it takes twice 
as Many acres as usual to fill a silo. 

Truck Crops Aided 

Pastures, root crops, garden truck 
and the few late potatoes that have 
survived were greatly benefitted by 
the rains. Plowing has become more 
active. 

Hog cholera outbreaks are becom- 
ing more numerous than usual and 
rapidly approaching an _ epidemic. 
Vaccination is being resorted to. 
Since more than one-fourth of the 
commercially slaughtered hogs of 
the United States come from Iowa, 
the nation’s meat supply is threat- 
ened. Unless a concerted effort is 
made to control the disease, the loss 
might easily reach that of 1913, 
when two and three-quarter million 
hogs perished in Iowa. The hog pop-

The Medical Trust Exposed

Devious Language 


A careful study of the clause that is said to protect the 
prisoner’s right to a court hearing, shows that a court hear- 


ing is not guaranteed at all. 


This part of the bill is worded as follows: 


Section 8. 


“That persons sent to St. Elizabeth’s Hospital 


or other institutions, as provided by this Act, under sections 
3 and 4 hereof,-shall remain under care and treatment until 


discharged, as herein provided, 


unless a demand be made and 


presented to the court by a relative or friend in behalf of 
such alleged insane person, or by the commissioners of the 
District of Columbia, or by the alleged insane person for a 
trial to determine his mental capacity or incapacity, or the 
court may, on his own motion, issue an-order fixing a date 


for trial. 


“Provided that in no case shall a jury be called or used for 
such trial, except upon the request of the party, his guardian, 


relatives or friends.” 


That is, the prisoner remains under care and treatment un- 
til discharged unless a demand is made for a hearing. And if 
a demand is made for a hearing, then what? 

A straight-laced interpretation of the law indicates that he 
does not get the hearing. In other words, the alleged insane 
prisoner is guaranteed the right to demand a trial before a 
court of law, but it is not guaranteed that he will get the 


trial. 


Psychiatrist System in Massachusetts 
In Massachusetts where the psychiatrists have a state law 
of their own in full operation in which the mail of the pris- 
oners is destroyed and an alleged lunatic, who may be noth- 
ing more than an unpleasant enemy the medical trust wants 
to put out of the way, or an unpopular radical, is thus com- 
pletgly marooned and isolated from help from the outside 


world. 


The Massachusetts law has been in operation seven years. 
It is the thin edge of an entering wedge that may carry such 


laws to all states. 


So far psychiatric service in Massachu- 


setts applies only to persons indicted for first degree murder 
and to those indicted the second time for felonies. 

Dr. L. Vernon Briggs, author of the measure, stated at the 
crime conference in Washington that the law was enacted to 
stop unethical mental experts from taking employment on 
either side of a capital case for large fees, and to save the 
state the cost of trials in many cases, and keep from the jails 
those needing treatment in hospitals for mental disease. 

Those who are inclined to doubt the story told in another 
article in this issue about the radical who was virtually kid- 
naped by officers of the law and railroaded into a madhouse 
and cut off from all outside communication because of his 
political beliefs, will do well to attend to some facts about our 
national asylum in Washington, D. C. which we are going to 
give right now.

The emp- 
tiness of missionary treasuries and 
the falling off of missionary can- 
didates reveal the unspirituality of 
the home base. 

2. The divine command (v. 2). 
The Holy Ghost said, “Separate me 
Barnabas and Saul.” The real call 
to Christian service comes from the 
Holy Spirit. The Spirit called, the 
Church responded by sending out 
those called by him. Spirit-filled 
Christians know the voice of the 
Holy Spirit. The Spirit called, and 
the best men which the Church at 
Antioch had were sent out. 

3. The obedience (v. 3). After 
fasting and prayer, Barnabas and 
Saul were sent out. The men were 
ready to go. - 

4. Instant obedience was render- 
ed. Those who have received the 
Spirit’s call are not taken by sur- 
prise when they are commissioned 
by the Church. There should be 
no holding back on the part of the 
Church, nor of the workers when 
the Spirit calls. 

IV. Preaching the Word of God 
in Cyprus (vv. 4, 5) 

We are not told as to why they 
first went to Cyprus, but we are 
left to infer that it was owing to 
the fact that Cyprus was the home 
of Barnabas. He was acquainted 
with the country and the people 
and could be thus assured of a re- 





spectable hearing among them. Be- 
sides, it was most natural that 
those who had heard the good news 
go first with it to their kindred and 
friends. Andrew first went to his 
brother, and the man out of whom 
the demons were cast was denied 
the pleasure of following Jesus in 
order that he might go and tell 
his kindred. As they went forth 
they carefully carried out their 
commission, for they preached the 
Word of God. Those who are faith- 
ful to God will preach nothing but 
his Word. The great need today is 
Spirit-called and Spirit-filled men 
preaching God’s word. 

V. Withstood by Elymas, the Sor- 
cerer (vv. 6-12). 

Sergius Paulus, the deputy, in- 
vited Barnabas and Saul to tell him 
of God’s Word. Elymas maliciously 
sought to turn his mind from the 
faith. He sought to bar the gospei 
as it entered upon its mission of 
converting the heathen. Paul came 
to the front and denounced Elymas 
in the most scathing terms. He call- 
ed him the child of the Devil, de- 
nouncing him as full of guile and 
villainy, pronouncing him the 
enemy of all righteousness, and ac- 
cusing him of perverting the right 
ways of the Lord. Surely a man is 
never more a villain than when he 
tries to turn a soul from God.

can be controlled by the farmer 

that they are attempting to prevent 

such an organization, he said. 
Unity Is Urged 

Speaking of the debenture and 
equalization plans, Mr. Baker said 
that if one farm organization. ap- 
proved one thing and another group 
of farmers another, the powers that 
be would use this as an excure to 
deny both bodies their requests and 
in the end the farmer would gain 
nothing. Mr. Baker recited 
some of the fallacies,ct the various 
organizations and said that so much 
commercialism and individualism 
had been injected into many of the 
organizations that they compictely 
lost sight of the issues paramount 
tn the farmer’s mind. 

The farmers know how to raise 
wheat.. corn, cattle and other farm 
produce, the speaker said, but they 
know little of how to dispose of 
them without loss. 

Asked to Organize 

That many farmers and towns- 
people are showing much interest 
in the theory of Mr. Baker’s was 
demonstrated Thursday at the 
meeting. A number there expressed 
themselves as being heartily in ac- 
cord with the forming of one farm 
organization and _ following the 
meeting a representative group from 
Washington county approached the 
speaker with the request that he 
organize the group. 

Mr. Baker’s answer was that he 
was not a farmer and that by doing 
this he would not be acting in ac- 
cord with the plans he had been 
advocating. He believes the’ organi- 
zation should consist only of farm- 
ers. 

The fallacy of the present system 
of testing cattle for T. B. was fair- 
ly explained by the speaker. He 
commended the farmers of Cedar 
and other counties upoh their op- 
position to the test to the extent 
that he said the T. B. testing law 
does not require the present system 
of lifting a cow’s tail and then in- 
jecting T. B..serum into the animal. 

A fallacy of the test itself is that 
it is not 100 percent proof that the 
cow would not have T. 33. even 
though a clean bill of health had 
been given for it by the veterinar- 
ians of the state department of ag- 
riculture, the speaker said. 

Taxpayers’ Money Spent 

This is an example of the hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars of the 
tax payers’ money that has been 
wasted each year until the increas- 
ed taxation has caused the farmers 
to resent the taxes which have been 
placed upon them, Mr. Baker de- 
clared. 

It is only through unity that the 
farmers can hope for relief, the 
speaker declared, and in 1932 no 
man should be elected to public of- 
fice who has nct the interest of the 
tax payers at heart. 

Much talking has been done dur- 
ing the past four months regarding 
his entering the race for governor 
of Iowa, the speaker said, but he 
would rather see the farmers 
brought out of the density of their 
problems than be elected to this of- 
fice. If he ever does enter politics, 
Mr. Baker declared, it will be be-- 
cause it is necessary to help the 
farmers in their fight for justice 
and right. 

Government statisticians are busy 
quoting figures purporting to show 
that the farmer is not any worse off 
this year than in the past, Mr. Ba- 
ker said, but few have the courage 
to take a definite stand in bringing 
the farmers out of their present 
predicament. 

Careful Selection Needed 

He urged the’ farmers to be care- 
ful in selecting men for public of- 
fice who are leaders in their own 
right and not tools of trusts and 
capitalists. Above all, he urged his 
hearers to select men, no matter 
what their party affiliations might 
be, who would not be tied by any 
personal — or capitalistic 
group.
